■io — An  Exceptional  Gobelin  Tapestry,  Entitled  "America" 
showing  the  ships  of  the  discoverers  in  the  background,  the 
foreground  being  wonderfully  rich  in  foliage  and  landscape 
upon  which  is  grouped  figures  of  Indians,  America,  etc.,  robed 
according  to  the  French  conception  of  the  period.  Numerous 
birds  of  rich  plumage  perched  in  the  trees.  The  whole 
framed  by  a  border  rich  in  design,  with  interwoven  vases, 
fruits,  flowers  and  masks.  Parrots  and  cockatoos  in  gor- 
geous plumage.  The  whole  forms  one  of  the  richest  and 
finest  examples  of  Gobelin.  Height,  11  feet;  width,  15  feet

1001 — A  Painted  Louis  XV  Chinoiserie  Room 

This  room  was  brought  from  a  hotel  partieiilicr  in  Amionay, 
France.  The  painting  was  executed  in  tlie  reign  of  Louis  XV 
for  the  owners  of  the  house  who  were  notable  makers  of  paper 
money,  a  royal  privilege  accorded  to  the  city  of  Annonay. 

The  seven  panels  which  compose  this  room  are  a  remarkably  distinguished  example  of 
the  day,  when  French  taste  absorbed  and  interpreted  the  art  of  the  East.
